THK NICARAGUA CANAL. 


A joint resolution fans been introduced 


In the 9tate' Senate to instruct our Sen- 
ators and request our Representative in 
Congress to earnestly arppnrt the bill 
now pending in Congress providing for the 
use and credit of the United Slates in the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. 


A synopsis of this bill has been pub- 


lished in the press dispatches and it pro- 
vides thivt the United States shall take 
the whole capital stock of the canxl 
company, which amount* to $100.000,000 
and give the canxl company 30,000,000 
of the stock for work said to have been 
performed in making survevs, etc. 
Thf, 


concession made by the Republic 01 
Ki'arftgUfi to the canal company provides 
that the terminal ports on the canal arc 
•to be nt-a trill, all vessels of whatever 
nationality to have equal use thereof. 
Foreign warships may pasa through the 
caual when Nicaragua consents. The 
canal must bo built by a company of ei 
ecution nnd the concession is not to be 
transferred to governments or foreign 
powers.

THB AJJTJ.-OPTUON BILL PASSED. 


The Anti Opt'on bill which passed the 


United States Senate by a vote of 40 n 
29 last Tueidiiy. will doubtless become H 
law of the land. The gamblers in wheat, 
pork and other farm products opposed 
the bill from first to laaf, but the farmer;- 
advocated it throughout. 


It was shown that it had been the ous 


torn with th« produce gamMurs to s°l' 
wheat and pork that they did not own 
and had no idea of delivering, Fre 
queutly the sales amounted to more <i 
those pr"Jnct$ than could bo had in th 
markets, and run the chances of depres- 
ing the prico so that on the day nnme« 
for delivery the marktft price would Iv 
less than at the time the sale was made, 
when the difference would bn paid them 
in cash. 
Those " paper " salos made it 


appear that the markets were glutteH 
with wheat and pork when such a condi 
tion did not exist, and the consequence 
was a decline in the pricts of those com 
modities iu Liverpool nnd other foreign 
markets which received their supplii? 
from the United States. 


The p«.asa.;e of the Act will stop gam 


bling in what tho gamblers do not own. 
in the greiij; wheat, corn and pork centers 
of the West, where the farmer's produce 
is sold by speculators before he takes it 
to market and where sales of a million 
bushels of wheat or a thousand barrels ol 
pork are made upon delivery of half (lit 
quantity, the farmer paying the expensa 
of'tlie transaction. 


KL.EUTRIC LOCOMOTIVES. 


According to reports from Europe 


railroad travel is to be revolutionized. 
The speed is to be increased to over one 
hundred miles an hour. 
Electricity is to 


be substituted for steam on locomotives. 
It Is announced that Austria has an elec- 
tric locomotive which travels 135 miles 
an hour. 
Tho North Bo!gian Company 


and tho Korth France Company are con- 
structing a line for locomotives operated 
by electricity, on which the journey from 
Brussels to Paris, about 193 'mile,*, will 
be accomplished in eighty minutes, a 
speed of nearly 150 miles an hour. 


Unless these statements are exagger- 


ated the time is not Jar distant -when'the 
journey from New York to San Francisco 
will be made in twenty four hours and 
the good people of Reno can leave home 
after breakfast, visit Sao Francisco and 
spend seven or eight hours in fhat 
and arrive homp at supper time.

Io view of the nsoesiitles of tho 
situation suddenly presenting themselvcu 
it has been deemed expedient . thtt hn 
should remain in tb« department on til the 
close of his term oil office. He will, how- 
ever, meet the arbitrator* at tbe dale of 
their adjourned meeting, March 23J. 


Senator Fryeof Maine, the leading mem- 


ber of tbe Committee on Foreign Belatioos. 
has taken an active interest In all matter-. 
relating to the control of outlying islands 
ia tbe Pacific Oaean.

He said to-day: "I have for years ob- 


served with; regret the aqquisition by 
foreign powers of tbe desirable oofeliDg sta- 
tions, and harbor privileges on the several 
inlands until no* there are none left save 
this one on the Sandwich I»l»ni}«. I am 
in favor ot mating sore of this one by tak- 
ing Hawaii into our pOBaecsioo. The pro- 
test of England Bgainst anhexatibn on oiir 
part, if deemed best by this Government, 
woihd be presumptuous and impudent. I 
imngine it will he oofiBried to a proses tattoo 
of a diplomatic note to which the Secretary 
of State will make a rvply that England 
did not consult us or our interests when 
she made the agreement with Germany to 
divide the islands of the Pacific with that 
power and she certainly-can have no 
ground for objection if we see fit to take 
Hawaii, the only .territory now remaining 
in ibeocean."

* BONDS FALLING DUB.

Thtss bonds 
were intended to aid the road to obtain 
capital enough to undertake what seemed 
to be a great burden. They were to ran 
thirty years with a 6 per cent rate. In 
July, 1894, the first of them will fall due. 


The company is utterly unable to meet 


its obligations in this matter, and has again 
and again asked Congress to extend the 
time of these bonds.

A Cali- 
fornia cate bad been cited in which the 
Bnprews Court of that State had held 
exactly the reverse, but this Court pointed 
out that the Idaho statutes required snob 
statutes as that under which the osss earns 
to be construed liberally, white the Califor- 
nia court was held to a sttict construction.
